Money on Railway Exchange 
Leasa for Mother.

IN HIS CARE 
Other Heirs Are Seeking Their 
Share in the Income for 
About a Year. 


WAS LEFT 


Louis Sambucetti of Memphis, Tenn., 
was ordered by Circuit Judge Hennings 
today to account for $22,740.50, income 
from property at Seventh and Locust 
streets, owned by his mother, Mrs. Mary 


Sambucetti,* from early in 1910 to De- 
cember, 1911. 

In 1884 Mrs. Sambucetti conveyed the 
property to her son, reserving a life in- 
terest and the income from the proper- 
ty as long as she lived. Early in 1910 
the property was leased for 99 years to 
the promoters of the Railway Exchange 
Building for $90,000 cash and $16,000 a 
year. in April, 1911, she signed receipts 
showing that her son had paid her all 
the income up to that time. After her 
death other heirs questioned whether 
the income had been paid to Mrs. Sam- 
bucetti. In the _ suit, which was 
brought by Public Administrator New- 
ell, the receipt was attacked on the 
ground that Mrs. Sampucetti was 9% 
years old and did not know what she 
was doing. 

Judge Hennings took this view of 
it and his order requires Samucetti 
to account for the income from the 
time the lease was made to the time 
of his mother’s death. The $22,740.50 
will be divided among the heirs. One- 
third will go to Mrs. Daniel Arata of 
5154 Cates avenue, one-third to the 
two children of a dead daughter, and 
the remaining one-third to Louis 
Sambucetti.

Bishop Tuttle, in replying, was so af- 
fected by emotion that he was unable 
to speak readily.

‘My heart is full to ovérflowing,’’ he 
finally said, “with the things of the 
heart that arise and choke the utter- 
ance of the lips. I can only say I hum-. 
bly and earnestly and lovingly thank .

Hhe House of Deputies this morning 
voted to confirm the action of the 
House of Bishops in re-electing 
Bishop Arthur 8S.

Re-Elected by Bishops. 

The matter of Bishop Lloyd's re-elec- 
tion to head the Board of Missions 
came before the House of Bishops last 
week, and a fight was made on him 
there. It became known, in spite of the 
secrecy of the Bishop’s sessions, that 
the fight was a bitter one. In a public 
missionary address yesterday, Bishop 
Kinsolving of Brazil said that, in this 
convention, he had “seen a brother ; 
stripped, bound and pierced with cf

Rumanians Have So Little Artillery and Shoot 
So Poorly That Teutons Make No At- 
tempt to Screen Their Guns.

ON THE RUMANIAN FRONTIER, 
Oct. 17, by courier to Bertfn, Oct. 23.— 
The widely nded tentacles of Gen. 
von Papen andl over a front of 
200 miles in Transylvania are daily 
tightening their grip on the mountain 

passes into Rumania. 

Gen. Falkenhayn’s extreme right wing 
extends far to the southwest, where 
the advance guard of Gen. von Kraft’s 
Bavarian Alpine corps stands several 
miles into Rumania beyond Red Tower 
Pass (south of Hermannstadt). His 
left wing, 65 miles northward of Kron- 
stadt, threatens to cut off the Ruman- 
ian northern army, retreating beyond 
the Palanka passes, from Russian sup- 
port, thereby also endangering the Rus- 
sian flank. His center has been mak- 
ing steady progress through the moun- 
tain defiles from Kronstadt southward. 
Gen. von Falkenhayn is advancing in 
three columns, two of them through 
Toezburger and Tomos or Predeal 
rasses, which lead directly toward 
Bucharest, #'stant about 80 miles. The 
third column, forming the left wing of 
the center, is operating through Alts- 
chan pass. 

The right column, a division command- 
ed by Lieutenant-General von E— 
forms the right wing of the center, and 
has reached the vicinity of Campolung, 
about 20 miles southwest of Sinia, which 
ig the very important terminal of a 
railroad from Bucharest which runs 
parallel with the line through Predeal 
pasa, 

In Predeail Pass the center column has 
taken the northern summit of the heights 
of the pass, and possession of the pass 
to the edge of the town of Predeal, 
which is under heavy fire. 

Advance a Test of Endurance. 
The Germans and Hungarians have 
overcome almost insurmountable obsta- 
cles in their rapid advance since the bat- 


| tle of Hermannstadt and Red Tower 


No campaign in this war has 
demanded sych tremendous physical en- 
durance one part of the German 
troops as this one. On the Somme it is 
largely a question of strong, steady 
nerves, but in these mountains it is 
wholly a matter of physical strength and 
physical endurance, of a degree that 
only relatively young and picked troops 
such as a Falkenhayn -can furnish. 

-At times Falkenhayn has called on nis 
troops for the well-nigh impossible. So 
far he has not been disappointed, Good 
weather is facilitating his whirlwind op- 
erations. He is making a spurt every- 
where to get to the eastern and 
southern slopes of the mountains before 
the heavy snows render mountain oper- 
ations more difficult. 

Hastily throwing new troops into the 
passes from the south, and apparently 
recovering somewhat from the demor- 
alization and disorganization which re- 
sulted from crushing defeats at Her- 
mannstadt and Kronstadt, the Ruman- 
jlans’ defense is beginning to assume a 
firmer and more tenacious character. 
In consequence, Gen. Falkenhayn’s ad- 
vance through Predeal Pass is increas- 
ing in vigor, but slowing down in its 
speed of progress. 

Red Tower Pass, which is nothing 
but an absolutely Jevel, deep natural 
river gorge through the mountains which 
was traveled by the ancient Romans, 
was taken in a flank movement by Gen. 
von Kraft’s Alpins corps coming over 
the top of the mountains, one of the 
most remarkable physical feats of this 
war, Toerzburger and Predeal Passes 
were taken in frontal attacks with feints 
from the flanks, to which the Rumanians 
are extremely susceptible since the Red 
Tower disaster. 

Two weeks ago I «was at Peronne; to- 
day, more than 1000 miles to the east- 
ward, I watched a battle around Pre- 
deal on the Rumanian border, and wit- 
nessed the storming of the pass heights 
above Predeal. Thanks to the few guns, 
or lack of artillery ammunition of the 
Rumanians, and the oxtremely. poor 
shooting of the guns they did have in 
action, it was possible to see the fighting 
at close range with perfect safety in 
the clear mountain air.

Near Predeal, on my arrival, a rather 
startling picture met my eyes. Unlike 
in trench warfare, where every effort 
is made to conceal batteries, I saw, in 
the valley leading to the heights, with- 
out any attempt at screening, battery 
after battery of field guns and howitz- 
ers, in plain sight of the Rumanians, 
on the heights westward of Predeal and 
the ridges on Mount Saisul, dominating 
Predeal town, the railway, highway and 
the pass from northward of the town. 

Near the cannon were caissons and 
artillery horses parked. The Rumanian 
lines were plainly visible, and I° heard 
the battery commander shout out the 
range, ‘8500 meters.”’ It was the first 
time in the entire war that I have seen 
artillery unlimbered in sight of the 
enemy, with the horses remaining -at 
hand. 

“The Rumanians have no artillery, ap- 
parently; certainly they are not using 
it here to any extent, and are firing, 


hit or miss, when they do use what they 
’” said a staff officer. “A new and 
strange sight in this war, isn't it?’’ he 
remarked. 

A young Lieutenant from the division 
staff of a Hungarian Major-General met 
us and said he would guide us up they 
mountain to where we could overlook 
the entire operation. The battle of the 
day for two of the most fmportant 
heights, above the tunnel and eastward 
of Predeal, was just beginning. We 
climbed up the rock bed of a little 
mountain stream which cleaves the 
mountainside like a cut with a huge 
knife, to a splendid, tree-screened ob- 
servation point between the German ar- 
tillery and the German-Hungarian in-} 
fantry lines ahead of us. 

The artillery fire here was differen’. 
from that on the Somme in that there 
is nothing there to confine the 
noise and the terrific cannonade 
ceases the moment the guns shut up, 
while here the roar of each gun was 
battered back and forth a dozen times 
by the mountains, rolling and reverber- 
ating before escaping. 

Safe Seat for Battle. 

It was a new and strange feeling to 
be here, sitting in a grassy seat in front 
of the footlights of modern battle 
drama, and in perfectly safe seats at 
that. It was the first time during the 
war that I was so near the fighting 
line without threatening to have nerv- 
ous prostration. In the west the French 
and British guns, with their long feel- 
ers, hunt out every little knoll or clump 
of trees, or any vantage point for five 
miles back of the front from which one 
can see anything. If one could apply 
the word “enjoy’’ to such a tragic 
drama as a battle, I enjoyed this one, 
because of the perfect safety. 

The unlimbered guns in the open,’the 
horses and caissons parked nearby, the 
shells spurting, the fleecy white shrap- 
nel cloudlets snuggling along the R‘- 


all recalled pictures I had seen of the 
Civil and Franco-Prussian Wars. 

Toward noon the German artillery 
reached the intensity of ‘‘trimmel 
feur.’’

ASKED T0 STOP OFF 
HERE WITH WALTON 


Man. Held in Dallas Suspected 
of Being One of Brown Shoe 
Co. Pay Car Robbers. 


Police today asked Detroit detectives 
to stop in St. Louis on their return to 
Detroit from Dallas with James Wal- 
ton, so that witnesses in the Brown 
Shoe Co. pay roll robbery might look 
at him to see if he was one of two men 
who robbed John T. Lucas, the paymas- 
ter, of $10,000 on March 6, 1914. 

Walton, an electrician who lives here 
at 311 Krause street, was arrested with 
his wife Saturday at Dallas, where he 
confessed to having planned and partic- 
ipated in the $30,000 robbery of a pay 
car of the Burroughs Adding Machine 

o., in which a guard was shot, in De- 
troit, Aug. 4 last. 

There was striking similarity in the 
methods by which the Brown and the 
Burroughs paymasters were held up and 
robbed. In the Brown Shoe Co. case two 
armed men waited shcrtly after the noor 
hour for Paymaster Lucas to drive up 
to the Brown factory at Kighteenth and 
Wash street, with the money to pay 
the employes. They held up the car, 
seized a grip containing $10,615 and fled 
in the pay car. They held revolvers 
against the chauffeur, compelling him 
to drive them rapidly away from the 
factory. 

Near McKinley bridge the robbers 
jumped out of the pay car and ordered 
the chauffeur to drive ahead. Police 
learned that men answering the de- 
ecription of the robbers and carrying a 
satchel. similar to the paymaster’s 
boarded a southbound Broadway car 
near the McKinley bridge. Their trail 
was lost in Carondelet, near Krause 
street and Virginia avenue, only a few 
doors from where Walton, the Bur- 
roughs robber, lived. 

The police also say that Walton, his 
brother, Douglas, and Arthur Steffins 
worked at the Brown shoe factory until 
a few days before the robbery. Doug- 
las Walton and Steffins are wanted in 
connection with the Burroughs robbery. 

Detroit detectives, who trailed Walton 
to Dallas, say that he, his brother and 
Steffins worked at the Burroughs fac- 
tory in Detroit until a few days before 
the robbery. 

Walton has announced his willingness 
to return to Detroit without extradition 
papers. If he should be identified in the 
Brown robbery, the Detroit police have 
first claim upon him as a prisoner. 

Walton is a son of Mrs. Edward Wal- 
ton of 4258 Castleman avenue, who for- 
merly lived at 6802 Virginia avenue, near 
the Kraus street home of James Walton. 
At the Castleman avenue address today 
Walton's sister said that no one cared 
to discuss his arrest. 

Walton is 23 years old. He was mar- 
ried here Feb. 14, 1914, three weeks be- 
fore the Brown robbery. 

After the Burroughs robbery Walton 
and his wife came to St. Louis, and 
were followed by Douglas Walton and 
Steffins. All had dropped out of sight 
when Detroit detectives arrived here to 
search for them. 


Walton’s Wife Says She Learned of 
His Crime Four Days Ago. 
DALLAS, Tex., Oct. 23.—~Mrs. James 


Walton of St. Louis, whose husband has 
confessed to planning and helping to 
execute the robbery of the pay car of 
the Burroughs Adding Machine Co, in 
Detroit, said today that she learned of 
her husband's crime four days ago when 


‘he purchased an automobile here. 


“T insisted on knowing where he got 
his money,’ she said, ‘“‘and he told me 
about the robbery. I begged him to give 
himself up, but he told me not to wor- 
ry. I began to plan how we could let 
the authorities know about it. 

“When we were in Hot Springs, Ark., 
for my health, I asked Jim where he 
was getting his money. ‘‘Never mind, 
sweetheart, so long as we are getting 
along all right,”’ he replied. 

“T’'ll stick by Jim. He's kind and 
good. It is his first offense. He made 
a mistake because he wanted me to 
live in luxury.” 

Walton and his wife were living in 
comparative luxury when arrested.

ALLIES DEMAND 


SHIFTING OF GREEK 
MILITARY FORCE 


Say Army in Thessaly. in Rear 
of Entente Troops, Must 
Be Removed. 


LONDON, Oct. 23.--The presentation 
by the entente allies of further demands 
on Greece, including the removal of 
Greek troops to the southern part of the 
country and the handing over of 
Greece’s war supplies, is reported by 
Reuter’s Athens correspondent. 

The Athens dispatch, which is dated 
Friday, says ‘the demands were present- 
ed to King Constantine by the French 
military attache. Greece is required to 
transfer the entire military force in 
Thessaly (in the rear of the allied forces 
in Macedonia) to Morea (the pininsula 
forming the southern extremity of 
Greece). Delivery to the entente allies 
of war materials destined for the Thes- 
salian forces also is required. Other de- 
mands were made, the nature of which 
is unknown. 

Another dispatch from Athens today 
says the allied Powers demand a cen- 
sorship of the Greek ‘press. This has 
brought about new complications, as all 
press censorship in Greece is unconsti- 
tutional, After a Cabinet meeting which 
lasted all day the Greek Government de- 
cided to issue a stern warning to the 
anti-Venizelist newspapers that any fur- 
ther irritation of the entente may lead 
to drastic measures by the allies, de- 
spite the constitutional freedom of the 
press.

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30,000 PRISONERS TAKEN 
BY BRITISH ON SOMME 


This Is About 1500 Each for 21 Villages Re- 
ceived by British in Drive of Three 
and a Half Months.

BRITISH FRONT IN FRANCE, Oct. 
23, via London.—More than three and 
one-half months of battle on the Somme, 
with the heaviest concentration of ar- 
tillery, infantry and every type of war 
material and the most skillful and des- 


perate fighting the world has ever 
known, has resulted in marked devel- 
opment of British fighting efficiency 
and of means for reducing the losses of 
the attackers. In the way of concrete 
achievements, the British have taken 
2,000 prisoners, or @ little less than 1500 
for each of the 21 villages captured, with 
an average population of about 300. 
They have taken 12 guns, 109 trench 
mortars and trench guns and 429 ma- 
chine guns. 
They have not lost a gun. 
The task of the British was made 
especially difficult by the fact that they 
were confronted at the outset with a 
most powerful line of trench fortifica- 
tions. Moreover, every village was a 
fortress which had been besieged and 
stormed. The British have driven back 
the Germans on a front of 11 miles to 
a depth of four to eight miles. 

Will Piant in Spring. 
When spring comes, peasants will 
plow and seed ground behind the lines 
which for two years had laid fallow 
under the storm of shells. 
Fricourt and Mametz, villages taken 
July 1, trees with their trunks torn 
and their foliage blasted with shells 
have bravely thrown out fresh shoots, 
while fresh crops of grass are hiding 
the shell crater on neighborhing fields 
and the seamed earth trodden by the 
British in their early charges. 

Former citizens of captured villages 
are requesting that they be allowed to 
return to them and build new homes 
on the ruins of their old ones. 

The offensive has consisted of inter- 
vals of preparation and siege work 
after each big general attack to prepare 
what is cailed a “jumping-off” place for 
another general attack. Through July, 
owing to the heavy cost of taking the 
first line trenches, the British casualties 
probably were heavier than the German. 

Through August, when over a large 
part of the front the Germans were out 
of their second as well as their first 
line system of defenses and the battle 
became one of digging and fighting in 
the open for both sides, casualties were 
about even. As the British kept up the 
offensive their exposure necessarily was 
greater. 

Yet, from all information I can gain,

who have been in the fighting and from 
German prisoners, the German losses 
were not less than % and possibly 80 per 
cent higher than the British during Sep- 
tember, when the British gained most 
ground. This contradiction of the pre- 
viously accepted idea of a higher ratio 
of casualties for the side on the offen- 
save, which’ is usually considered as 
necessarily not leas than two to one, is 
due, according to the British officers, to 
the superior power of the British shei! 
fire the numbers of British aeroplanes, 
the increased skill of the British sol- 
diers and the use of the tanks. 

The British staff did not place much 
reliance in these new contrivances which 
aroused such world-wide interest, but 
regarded them ag an experiment which 
might fail. 

They are only one of the inventions 
aiding the offensive against the modern 
fortifications which will be used next 
spring, when the British are fully pre- 
pared. 

Calculations as to the value of the 
tanks are hard to make, but taking the 
average opinion of experts at the front, 
these weird new motor cars have saved 
a loss of 20,000 men or more than a full 
division in the reduction of strong points 
and machine gun positions. 

The offensive at every step proved 
that no army can have too many guns 
which will kill and demoralize an ene- 
my with projectiles fired from a dis- 
tance from anywhere from 2000 to 20.- 
000 yards. The great value also has 
been proved of portable machine guns 
manned by skiliful and cunning 34 >/l- 
diers. Men posted in shell craters with 
these weapons have'a formidable power 
whether their side is acting on the de- 
fensive or offensive. 

Not in ground gained or prisoners or 
guns taken does opinion at the front 
lay most emphasis after nearly (four 
months of ceaseless fighting, every day 
bringing its lesson. Officers are always 
using the word morale, which means th+ 
spirit, and team play an army puts 
into its work. It is the thing which at 
the end of the tenth round of a 2- 
round fight, when both pugilistse are 
still standing up well to each other, in- 
dicates the winner.

With Pro-German Body.

Promise by Candidate to De- 


nounce English Acts Alleged

NEW YORK, Oct. %.—The Democratic 
National Committee today published @ 
statement that Charles Evans Hughes, 
Republican candidate for President, held 
a secret meeting in New York in Sep- 
‘emBer with Jeremiah A. O'Leary, Carl 
mf, Schmidt, Will R. MeDonald and 
rank Seiberlich, representing the 
4 rmerican Independence Conference, 23 
pro-German organization, and in re- 
sponse to their demands promised them 
that he would, in future speeches, make 

attacks upon Great Britain for interfer- 
ing with American mails and commerce. 

The statement of the Democratic Na- 
iional Committee was based upon min- 
utes and repgrts of a meeting of the 
American Independence Conference in 
Chicago, Sept. 39, evidently furnished to 
the committee by an employe of the 
conference. O'Leary achieved consid- 
ecable notoriety some time ago by send- 
ing a telegram to President Wilson ac- 
cusing him of being pro-British in his 
sympathies and official conduct. -The 
President replied in a stinging telegram 
to O'Leary, charging him with disloyal- 
ty, and declaring that he did not want 
the support of O'Leary and disloyalists. 

Demands Upon Hughes. 

The Democratic National ;Committee 
states that O'Leary and his associates 
presented a long list, of demands to 
. Hughes, which included a demand for 
an explanation of his famous telegram 
to Col. Roosevelt, cohgratulating him 
upon his speech at Lewiston, Me., in 
which Roosevelt bitterly BAssafled Ger- 
man-Amerteans and denounced them as 
being disloyal te the United States. 

It was further stated that the O'Leary 
committee represented to Hughes that 
Roosevelt was actuated by race preju- 
dice and a desire to serve British inter- 
ests, and that while bitterly attacking 
the German-Americans and Germany, he 
had refrained from making any attack 
upon Great Britain for interfering with 
neutral commerce. O'Leary and hig as- 
wociates then presented to Hughes, ac- 
cording to the National Committee's 
statement, a detailed statement of their 
grievances against England. 

A verbal report of the Hughes intér- 
view was made to the American Inde- 
pendence Conference at Chicago, Sept. 
%, with the result, the Democratic Na- 
_tlonal Committee charges, that Hughes 
has not only fulfilled his promises to 
the conference, but that the conference 
nas entered into a working agreement 
with the Republican National Commit- 
“oe to co-operate in the Hughes cam: 
* paign. 

The Democratic organization gave out 
« Ust of those who attended the Chicago 
veeting. This included Carl E. Schmidt, 
‘hairman, and representatives of the or- 
;anization from many cities. Hans Wolf 
of St. Louis, who has been active as a 
vwerman propagandist, and Dr. Emil 
Frei, also of St. Louis, were at this 
Lieeting. 

; Democratic Statement. 

From the official minutes of the Chi- 
"80 miceting, the Democratic committee 
iTuotes: 

“J, A. O'Leary then reported to the 
ational Committee that the special 
committee had met with the Republican 
presidential candidate and gave the 
gathering a detailed report of the inter- 
View.” 

It then presents in full the demand 
that was to be made upon Hughes’ by 
this committee. This demand is to the 
effect that the conference represents 2 
large part of the voters of the United 
States, and that their attention had bee 
crawn to the telegram of congratulatio: 
sent by Hughes to Roosevelt upon the 
deliverance by Roosevelt of a Speech at 
Lesiaton, Me. It is stated that this tel- 
egram of congratulation, by expression 
snd implication. contained an indorse. 
ments of seveit's pro-British and 
anti-American utterances, which pre- 
viously hed beer, condemned by the con- 
ference as inconsistent with American 
ideals and history. 

Telegram to Roosevelt. 

The Democratic Nationa} Committee 
States that in this connection Hughes 
explained to O'Leary and his associater 
that he sent the telegram of congrat- 
ulation to Roosevelt before he had ac- 
tually read the Léwiston speech, and 
that he had gained the impression from 
reading the headlines that Roosevelt had 
merely deliverd a great Republican 
wpeech. 

The statement read to Hughes calted 
the candidates’ attention to the fact 
that since his nomination he had, in all 
of his public speeches, entirely ovaer- 
sooked the complaint of O'Leary and 
8 ases0Ciates against Great Britain 
for Interference with American matis 
and commerce, and had not at any 
\ime, discussed this question. 

The Democratic Nattona! Committee 
states that O'Leary, in his report to 
tne Ohfcago conference, said that 
Tfughes promised that his future conduct 
in the speech-making line should be en- 
Urely satisfactory to the interests rep- 
roegented by the committees.

I have declared over and over 
again that I have made no private 
agreements and have engaged in no in- 
trigues,"and I repeat that statement.”’ 

Denial of Agreement. 

Chairman Willcox also made a state- 
ment in which he said that the Repub- 
ican National Committee has not had 
and has not now any agreement or un- 
derstanding with anybody on any such 
matter. 

O’Leary was shown a copy of the 
statement at the close of a speech in 
which he assailed the Democratic ad- 
ministration and advised his audience 
to vote for Hughes. At first he said he 
had nothing to say, but later added: 

“I never did submit any such ques- 
tions to Charles FE. Hughes.”’ 

Supports Hughes’ Dental. 

A telegram from Frank Selberlich of 
Boston was given out today by the Re- 
publican National Committee in sup- 
port of the denial by Charles E. Hughes 
last night. The telegram reads: 

“The statement made by Mr. Hughes 
relative to conference with committee 
of the American Independence Confer- 
ence is absolutely true. Mr. Hughes 
saw the committee, of which I was a 
member, made no promises, did not 
criticise Theodore Roosevelt and made 
a statement to the committee that he 
stood for all American rights.’’ 

National Chairman Willcox charactar- 
ized the Democratic committee’s report 
as a “‘flasco’’ attempt to prove a ‘‘hy- 
vphenate alliance’’ on Hughes’ part. 

“There is not a shred of evidence that 
Mr. Hughes had knowledge thet O'Leary 
would make a statement to the Inde- 
pendence Conference of promises. to 
frame his speech to please the hyphen- 
ates,” declared Willcox. 

More Alleged Detaiis. 

The Democratic National Committee 
made public today what were described 
as additional! details concerning the per- 
sonnel of the chief promoters of the 
American Independence conference. 

The statement gives a list of persons 
whose letters and telegrams were read 
at the conference and says that “it ap- 
pears that Carl E. Schmidt of Detroit 
was elected to act as national chair- 
man of the organigation,’’ and that 
O'Leary was appointed chairman of a 
Committee on Plans. Committees on 
Platform and Permanent Organization 
were also selected, the statement says. 
The committee subsequently, it is as- 
serted, made formal reports which ‘‘con- 
stitute another amazing chapter in the 
history of relations of this extraordi- 
nary secret political organization, which 
will be made public in due season.’’

The Norwegian ordinance with respec 
to submiarines of belligerent Powers for- 
bids such vessels from traversing Nor- 
wegian waters except in cases of emer- 
gency. when they must remain upon the 
surface and fiy the national flag. Mer- 
cantile submarines are to be allowed in 
Norwegian waters only in a surface po- 
sition in full daylight and flying the 
national colors.

Body of Japanese Girl Taken From 
River in, Chicago. 
CHICAGO, Oct. 23.—The mystery of 
the death of Wanda Tango, a pretty 
Japanese girl who came to Chicago 
from Hawaii, where she was educated 
in a convent, is being investigated by 
Chicago police. The girl, whose body 
was taken from the river yesterday 
had been murdered by strangulation, 
according to the police theory, and ef- 
forts are being made to find a chauf- 
feur who was last seen with her. Kier- 
saburo Koyama, a Japanese butler, 
killed himself Saturday, and the police 
are seeking to learn if the two Were ac- 

quainted.

HOMICIDE VERDICT 
AT INQUEST “INTO 
KILLING OF NAGER

She Was Riding in Side Car off Alvin Clinton, Union Business} Husband Confesses He Shot Her 


Agent, Who Shot Him, De- 
Clines to Testify. 


A Coroner’s jury this afternoon re- 
turned a verdict of homicide in the in- 
quest into the death of Samuel E. Na- 
cer, 2715A Salena street, member of the 
Auditing Committee of Local No. 60 of 
the Teamsters’ Union, who was sho* 
and killed Friday night in New Club 
Hall, Thirteenth street and Chouteau 
avenue, by Alvin Clinton, 18338 Papir. 
Street, business agent for the same 
union. Clinton is held by the police. 

The first witness at the inquest was 
Frank Haemmerle, 520A Bates street, 
who was with Nacer at the moment he 
was shot. The meeting was a special 
one to examine Clinton's account fol- 
lowing a complaint that he bad failed 
to give credit for $11.50 in dues paid to 
him by Haemmerle. 

About 15 minutes before the shooting, 
Haemmerle testified, Clinton ceme tnto 
the hall and: objected te Haemmerle’3 
presence there. Clinton ordered him out 
of the hall, the witness saic, and Na- 
cer came up and rernonstrated, where- 
upon Clinton addressed Nacer py a vile 
mnanie. Nacor struck the business agent 
and knocked him down. A policeman 
stopped the fight. 

Afterwards Haemmerle and Nacer 
took seats together ineide the hall and 
near the front. The witness said that 
he saw Clinton beckon to Nacer from 
an alcove near by and heard him say, 
“Nacer, I'd like to seé you a minute.’’ 
As Nacer rose and started towards him, 
Haernmerie heard a shot and Nacer fell. 
The witness suid he saw Clinton’s right 
hand go to a hip picket but declared 
he did not see a weapon, as Nacer was 
between him and Clinton. 

Edwin Kelting, 192% Angelrodt street, 
a teamSter, said he was 10 feet away 
when the shot was fired. He saw Har- 
ry Steffen knock Clinton down with a 
chair. Steffen called to him to “get 
that gun,”’ and the witness said he took 
a revolver from Clinton’s hand. Steffen 
corroborated this testimony. 

Clinton was at the inauest with an 
attorney, M. B. Frumberg. When Dep- 
uty Coroner Furlong asked him if he 
Wished to make a statement he de- 
clined, saying he did so on advice of 
counsel. 


PARTNERS IN FARM SCHOOL 
SUED BY FORMER MANAGER 


J. J. Sullivan Alleges Contract With 
Him Was Violated—Tweo of De- 
fendants Catholic Pastors. 
James J. Sullivan filed suit in the Cir- 
cuit Court today against the Rev. Father 
J. T. Tuohy of 3010 Washington avenue, 
the Rev. Father T. J. Dunne of. 3010 
Washington avenue, Frank Orff of 2307 
Locust street and W. B. Brannon, part- 
ners in the National Farm School and 
Vocational Training Institute, for $2130.50 
alleged to be due him on a contract to 
manage the 8-acre farm of the school 

near Ballwin, Mo. 

Sullivan says the defendants contract- 
ed with him March 16, 1916, to become 
superintendent of the farm and agreed 
to furnish him with a house, imple- 
ments, tools, seeds and labor, and to 
pay him $40 a month and give him one- 
third of the crop raised. 

He alleges that he was discharged 
March 31, without cause, and that the 
defendants failed to furnish him imple- 
ments and pupils with which to work 
the farm. 

Ife estimates he would have realized 
$1500 from the crop the first year and 
aska for his salary of $40 a month and 
money for the rental of a home for a 
year.

The cause of the 
explosion is believed to have been ac- 
cumulated gas.

Three neighbors of the Bauvers testi- 
fied to hearing the Bauers quarreling 
and then to hearing the shots. 

John F. Pellman, 1942 Dodier street, 
said he was sitting in the bedroom of 
his home, when he heard noises ir the 
rooms occupled by the Bauers. He said 
he heard Bauer order his wife to go 
into the yard and get his eyeglasses, 
and that ghe responded that she did not 
have to do so. He testified he then saw 
Bauer in the back yard searching for 
something and return to the house with- 
out finding anything. He then says he 
heard a shot and told his wife that he 
belleved some one had fired a revolver. 


Neighbors Found Bods. 
Pellman and his wife went to the 


Bauer home, where they found Mrs. 
Bauer lying dead on the floor, with 
her two children, Frances, 17 months 
old, and Virginia, 4, near the body. 

Virginia said, “My mamma's dead: 
my papa shot her,” Pellmaun testi- 
fied. He said there were no indica- 
tions of a struggle. 

Mrs, Pellman testified to abot the 
same facts as her husband, but said 
she heard Mrs. Bauer exclaim after 
the first shot was fired, “Save my ba- 
bies.”” Later she says she heard him 
say, “Oh, what have I done?” 

Mrs. Mary Knoblough, 1042 Dodier 
street, testified that she saw Bauer 
in the back yard searching for some- 
thing and later heard the children 
scream and heard a shot fired. She 
testified she heard Mrs. Bauer ex- 
claim, “Save my babies,” and heard 
him reply, “I’ve wot enough of you,” 
and then says she heard another shot. 

Detective Edward Schenk testified 
that when he went to the home of 
Bauer’s father, Charles Bauer, 2179A 
Linton avenue, to arrest Bauer, he 
found the son In the kitchen with his 
head on the table crying. He saic 
Bauer told him that he had shot his 
wife accidentally in a struggle when 
she had drawn a butcher knife. 

Story He Told Detective. 

Bauer said he had returned home with 
his week’s pay, $10.8, and had said 
that he wanted to give part of it to his 
mother, who had helped them purchase 
furniture. He said his wife replied that 
they needed it all and a quarrel fol- 
lowed in which his wife pulled his eye- 
giasses off and threw them in the back 
yard. 

Schenck says he saw Bavwer 
Sunday morning and asked him ‘f he 
desired to amplify his statement. He 
says he then made a complete confes- 
sion. It corresponded with his previous 
statements up to the point of the kill-

Bauer did not testify. He wept often 
during the testimony of the other wit- 
nesses. His two children wére not in 
court. 

Bauer, in his confession, said that 
when his wife fell after he had fired 
two shots at her he went to her aide 
and said, ‘‘I’m sorry,” and that she re- 
plied. “It's partly my fault; we should 
not have got angry at each other.” 

Hie said that when his wife was dying 
she requested to see their baby, Fran- 
ces, 17 months old, and that he placed 
her in her mother’s arms. The baby 
was in the mother’s arms when she 
died. 

Bauer said that after the shooting he 
intended to surrender to-the police, but 
first decided to go to the home of fh.s 
father and tell his parents. He locked 
their baby and Eugenia in the house 
and departed. 

Bauer was sentenced to a year in the 
workhouse three years ago for abandon- 
ing his wife. He says he was paroled 
by Judge Clark, had returned to His wife 
and had been working and reporting 
regularly to the Court.

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FINDING OF BODIES. 
REVEALS SINKING OF 
FOURTH LAKE SHIP 


The ‘Merida Added to List of 
Vessels Lost Friday on 
Lake Erie. 


CLEVELAND, O., Oct. 23.—Local man- 
agers of the steamer Merida, owned by 
the Valley Camp Shipping Co. of Mid- 
land, Ontario, conceded today that the 
ship was lost in Friday night's gale on 
Lake Erie. The admission came after 
seven bodies of the crew had been 


picked up in midlake by two other 
ships. So far as known, not a man of 
the crew of 23 survived the tragedy. 
The loss of the Merida makes -our 
lake steamers which went to the bottom 
of Lake Erie in Friday’s storm. The 
total loss of life is 60. The Marshal F. 
Butters sank with no loss of life, all 13 
of her crew being saved. The D. F. 
Filer went down with six of her crew, 
enly the captain surviving. The James 
B. Colgate’s crew of 22, with the single 
exception of the ptain. perished, while 
every man on the Merida is believed 
lost. 

Three bodies from the Merida were 
picked up by the steamer W. B. Math- 
ews in mid-lake yesterday and taken to 
Toledo today. Four bodies were found 
bearing Merida life belts by the steam- 
er Charlotte Breitung and landed at 
Detroit. Reports from another ship 
sent out from a Canadian port to hunt 
for the Merida today was that wreck- 
age had been sighted, but no survivors 
and no other bodies were found. 

The Merida was due at Buffalo Satur- 

day with a cargo of pyrites. She was 
commanded by Capt. H. I. Jones of 
Buffalo. 
_ Joseph H. Pollard of St. Louis, was a 
watchman on the Merida. Other mem- 
bers of the crew resided in Great Lakes 
cities. 

Capt. Walter Grashaw, sole survivor 
of a crew of 22 men of the steamer 
James B. Colgate, is battling for life in 
@ hospital at Conneaut, O., today fol- 
lowing his rescue yesterday. Capt. Gra- 
shaw was picked up in Lake Erie on a 
life raft by a car ferry after he had 
been at the mercy of the storm without 
food or water for 3% hours. He lives in 
Cleveland. — 

The Colgate. a Duluth ewned whale- 
back, went down at 10 o’clock Friday 
night off Long Point, Canada, op posite 
Erie, Pa. Every one of the crew of 21 
perished, 19 of them sucked down to 
death the instant the big steel boat 
foundered in the storm and two added 
to the rolf when exhaustion, exposure 
and the relentless waves washing over 
the raft that carried their Captain, 
washed them off when their strength 
gave way. The ferry steamer Marquette 
and Bessemer No. 2 picked up the Cap- 
tain off Rondeau, Canada, opposite 
Cleveland. , 


Known as “Black Friday.” 

The Colgate went down the night of 
what came to be known today as ‘“‘Black 
Friday’ in marine circles. Six mén were 
lost when the steamer Filer sank in 
Lake Erie on Friday. Onfy Capt. Mat- 
tison being saved. On the same stormy 
night the steamer Marshall F. But- 
ters foundered, but its crew of 13 men 
were saved. 

Grashaw, who had been master of 
the Colgate for only two weeks, was 
able to tell where his ship had sunk 
and that his crew had been lost. Then 
he became unconscious. 

Although the lake had cleared to a 
great degree comparison to the tem- 
pest of.

Capt. Gra- 
shaw could be seen by his rescuers, 
prostrate on it, numbed hands wrapped 
around the the ropes and his body 
lashed by the waves. ; 

“We were passing Long Point about 6 
or 7 o'clock Friday night when trouble 
began,’’ said the captain. ‘‘The boat 
sprang a leak forward. We were al] 
aft at the time and immediately we 
could feel her tipping and settling at the 
head. ‘By 10 o’clock the storm had in- 
creased so that the Colgate didn’t have 
a chance. We got the life raft ready 
when the boat was so far down that 
her decks were awash. 

Tells of Fight for Life. 

“When she sank everybody jumped 
into the water. I went down and when 
I came up by some chance my hand 
touched the raft. I grabbed it and 
pulled myself on it just as Second En- 
gineer Harry Ossmann and a coal passer 
reached it. 

“What happened to the others I don’t 
know. I never saw them again. They 
must have been sucked right down with 
the ship. 

“Then our awful fight began. Twice 
the raft turned completely over and 
we were washed loose, but we manage 
to regain our holds. I can’t remember 
distinguishing from night and day. 
“First the coal passer was washed 
away. Thien hours later Ossmann, to- 
tally exhausted, was washed to his 
death. How I managed to keep on the 
raft I do not know. Time and again it 
turned over with me. Each time I had 
to fight my way on top again.”

Early in, September it was discovered 
that large numbers of negroes were 
leaving Kentucky to,také up residence 
in Southern Ohio, Indiana and South- 
érn Illinois, ostensibly to be railroad 
laborers. It was noted at Hickman and 
Henderson, Ky., that 1000 negroes had 
been engaged by Jabor contractors for 
service on railroad undertakings that 
did not exist. Inquiry by the Demo- 
cratic managers resulted in the discov- 
ery that the service of these railroad 
contractors had been enlisted by ‘‘some 
parties in the East.’’ Some of the ne- 
groes said that they had been paid bo- 
nuses, and had been promised a mini- 
mum wage of $2.50 a day for 9 days 
from Sept. 1. 

The negroes did not appear to know 
just what would be required of them, 
According to the report of Democratic 
investigators, the negroes were engaged 
from lists furnished the contractors by 
Republican local leaders .n Northern 
Kentucky towns. Squads of these ne- 
groes have been traced to Evansville, 
Ind., Cincinnati, and to other points in 
Hamilton County,°O., and to East St. 
Louis, Ik 

The Democratic fnvestigators say few, 
if any, of the negroes have actually 
been employed on railroad construction 
work, but that they were split into small 
bands and scattered around in the larg- 
er towns of the three states, without 
visible means of support. The Federal 
grand jury at Indianapolis has turned 
its attention to the matter. ’ 

From a Republican source it is learned 
that the managers of the alleged colon- 
ization scheme have no connection with 
either the main Republican headquarters 
in New York, over which William R. 
Willcox presides, or the Western branch, 
of which Alvin T. Hert is the manager. 
Hert Friday ordered the peremptory 
dismissal of a former member of the 
Illinois Legislature from any connection 
with the Western headquarters. 

This man had been in correspondence 
with colored leaders ‘in Southern IIli- 
nois regarding fraudulent registration. 
One letter was written by him to a col- 
ored dentist of East St. Louis, suggest- 
ing that the latter cause the arrest of 
investigators employed to prevent fraud- 
ulent registration. The colored dentist 
exhibited the letter to friends and said 
it embodied the wishes of the Repub- 
lican National Committee. 

“The National Republican Conimittee,”’ 
said Hert, “was put in a bad light, 
which is undeserved, as it accepts abso- 
lutely no responsibility for this man- As 
to this dentist, he may be handling our 
colored speakers in Hast 8t. Louis, but 
I know nothing about him.”

GALVESTON, Tex., Oct. 23.—Venire- 
men and witnesses crowded the court- 
room here today, but spectators were 
barred at the opening of the trial of 
John Copeland of Marshall, in connec- 
tion with the killing of William Black, 
an anti-Catholic lecturer, in a hotel of 
that city, Feb, 3, 1915. George Tier and 
George Ryan, two other Marshal) cit- 
izens, were indicted on the same charge 

Black, ‘with Clarence F. Hall and a 
li-year-old girl, Sadie Black, whom he 
had just adopted in Pulaski County, 
Ark., went to Marshall to deliver a se- 
ries of lectures entitled ‘“‘Romanism: A 
Menace to Civilization.’’ On the first 
night Black directed his talk aghinst 
the confessional. He had advertised that 
later he would deliver an address 
against what he alleged to be an oath 
of the Knights -of Columbus. In the 
afternoon of the second day, Feb. 3. 
four men, Copeland, Tier, Ryan and 
John Rogers, all said to be members of 
the Knights of Columbus, went to his 
room to ask him not to speak again. Af 
scuffle ensued in which Black and. Rog- 
ers were killed and Copeland badly 
wounded. 

The cases against Copeland, Ryan and 
Tier were brought here on a change 
of venue.

DUPLICATES OF CANAL 


~ BONDS IN EXISTENCE 


Charles Seifert Sent to Prison 
From St. Louis for Having 
Copies of New York Issue.

NEW YORK, Oct. 23.—When Charles 


Seifert was arrested in St. Louis last 
year he had in his possession five dupli- 
cates of New York State bonds issued 
for the building of the Erie, Champlain 
and Oswego canals. More than $23,000,000 
of these bonds are outstanding, John D. 
ltockeleller being among the largest 
holders of them. 

There is a possibility thag 500 duplicat- 
ed bonds may be in existence, for it is 
of recurd that approximately that num- 
ber were reprinted in the shop of 
Quayle & Son, the State engravers, at 
Albany. Interest has actually been paid 
on 12 such bonds, and of these 12, six 
are outstanding in the hands of per- 
sons whose identity has not been es- 
tablished. 

Gov. Whitman was notified of the 
bonds. Seifert had seven days after the 
young printer was arrested. The dupli- 
cates were turned over to him and he 
gave his personal receipt. State Comp- 
troller Travis for three weeks was busy 
in an effort to secure custody of Seifert 
go that he might be prosecuted. 


No Further Search. 
After these three weeks, neither the 


Governor nor the Comptroller took any 
action. . There was no further search 
for duplicate bonds and no further ef- 
fort to secure custody of Seifert. 

Federal authorities at St. Louis waited 
until Oct. 8 for the State to act, before 
Seifert was indicted for the misuse of 
the mails. He entered a plea of guilty 
and was sentenced to five years in tne 
Federal Penitentiary at Leavenworth, 
where he now is. 

At the time of his arrest in St. Louis 
Seifert told of having been employed 
“us a printer in Quayle and Sons’ job of- 
fice in Albany and his printing of bonds 
as a part of his routine work. Said he: 

‘'l was frequently called upon to print 
duplicate numbers on bonds and cou- 
who told me that 
certain of the bonds and coupons did 
not pass the inspection of the Comp- 
troller’s office. 

“TI cannot say how many duplicate 
sets I printed, but on numerous occa- 
sions I printed, say, from five to 25 at 
a time, and printed probably 400 or 600 
in all. When I duplicated some of these 
bonds I printed an additional set, which 
I kept. At the time I did this I kept 
them as samples of my workmanship, 
but later it occurred to me I could clip 
the coupons and get money on them,

When! this statement was checked up 


it was found that other 4uplications 
than those in the possession of Seifert 


were in existance. On two interest dates 
;coupons had been presented for pay- 
ments from six bonds. The bonds Sei- 
fert had were literally genuine, al- 
though duplicates. There had been no 
forgery of the validating names they 
bore, nor of the seal affixed to them.

HARDIEST BISHUP 
TELLS OF WORK tit 
DOES IN ALASKA 


The Rt. Rev. Peter T. Rowe, at 
Episcopal Convention Here, 


in Arctic 21 Years. 

The hardiest man in the House of 
Bishops of the Episcopal convention in 
session here is the Rt. Rev. Peter T. 
Rowe, Bishop of Alaska. He is 59 years 
old, and for 21 years has braved the 
elements of Arctic Winters in covering 
the 600,000 square miles of his diocese, 
the whole of Alaska, once every three 
years, on snowshoes and by canoe, min- 
istering to whites, Indians and Eskimos. 
He is known from Sitka to the shores 
of the Arctic Ocean as the ministering 
brother of the lonely prospector. 

To be Bishop of Alaska, Bishop Rowe 
says, one must have cast iron digestive 
organs. The Bishop of Alaska frequent- 
ly finds it necessary to sit down in a 
blizzard to a morsel of raw whale ‘for 
luncheon, or, if hard pressed, raw dos, 
in order to sustain life. He must make 
forced marches over icy wastes, with 
the mercury 50 to 8 degrees below zero. 

Bishop Rowe related to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that a year ago last win- 
ter he stumbled upon members of 
Stefanson’s Arctic expedition, near Point 


Barrow, Alaska, groping their way back | 


to civilization. The men had been seép- 
arated from the main expedition and 
were in a pitiable plight. 

Bishop Rowe is stocky and powerfully 
built and has scant iron gray hair and 
steel-blue eyes. Tears came to his eyes 
as he spoke of his first wife, who, he 
said, died of loneliness and anxiety for 
him. He has married again, but his 
present wife resides in Seattle. 

Never Got “Gold Fever.” 

Bishop Rowe was a clergyman at 
Sault Ste. Marie, Mich., when he was 
consecrated Bishop of Alaska, in 18%. 
He reached Alaska two years before the 
rush of prospectors to the Klondike and 
was one of the first Americans to go 
over Chilkoot Pass, where a snowslide 
killed 78 men. He was one of the rescu- 
ing party that helped dig the bodies out 
of the snow. In all his years in Alaska 
he never got the ‘‘gold fever.’’ 

‘The results of that memorable craze 
made other work for me,” he said, “and 
I never had time to get the fever. I 
was at Skagway at the time. There 
was an epidemic of meningitis, and 
many who did not die of that disease 
succumbed to shooting affrays. During 
a period of two months I conducted al- 
most daily the funeral of some murdered 
prospector or gambler.”’ 

At that time a gambler called “‘Soapy”’ 
Smith headed a gang that infested the 
Klondike and mulcted prospectors. The 
activities of the band grew to be such 
a menace that Bishop Rowe and others 
organized a vigilance committee, which 
was sent after the gang. Smith was 
killed and others were driven out of the 
country. 

Bishop Rowe said his winter trips 
take him 2000 miles into the interior. On 
snowshoes, in company with an Indian 
guide, he follows a dog sled, across the 
country, where there are no trails, guid- 
ed only by a compass through the river 
valleys and over snow-clad mountains 
to the remote camps of Indians and 
the lonely prospector. 


Tells of Narrowest Escape. 
His narrowest escape occurred wintei 


before last, when he was caught in a 
blizzard on the banks of the Yukon 
River, with the temperature at 50 de- 
grees below zero. 

““‘We succeeded in making the shelter 
of a mountain side, the Bishop sald, 
“else I would not be here to tell of it. 
I unleashed the dogs and they burrowed 
into the snow. An Eskimo dog knows 
instinctively what to do under such cir 
cumstances, and we did likewise. For 
three days we lay buried tn the snow 
while the blast raged overhead... ....... 

“After the fury of the storm had 
abated, we scrambled out and uncov- 
ered the dogs. They had slept through 
it all. A\ short distance off we found 
a white man, bundled in, furs, but frozen 
to death. There, on the snowbound 
wastes, T read his funeral service and 
duried him in a grave of. snow, .the 
rainbow’s end of many another gold 
seeker.’’ Pushring on, they ended that 
trip at Point Barrow, where they met 
Stefansson's men. 


100 Miles From a Trail. 
One fine spring day, on another trip. 


Bishop Rowe came upon what appeared 
to be a wild man, standing on the banks 
of a creek. 

“We were a hundred miles from any 
trail,” he sald, ‘‘and I.wondered: what 
he could be about. Drawing near, I 
found him to be only another prospec- 
tor. He apologized for having no more 
than flour and a bit of tea to offer, upon 
which he had existed through the previ- 
ous winter, but declared that food was 
not the first essential with gold in sight. 

“At least 25 such fellows wander out 
of the interior every year under the de- 
lusion that they are rich. I have heard 
them come in, poor mental wrecks, 
shouting that they were richer thah 
Guggenheirn.’’ 

Bishop Rowe said three of his women 
mission workers lost their minds in the 
interior camps during the past year. He 
attributes such mental lapses to lonell- 
ness. 

Provisions for his trips consist of 
beans and bacon, and he gets dried fish 
from the Indians and whale meat. from: 
the Eskimos, al] the roughest kind of 
food. He takes news of the world and 
reading matter for distribution, for news 
is the first thing asked for by prospec- 
tor, Indian and even Bskimo. 

Bishop Rowe’ likes being Bishop of 
Alaska for the reason that it is a big 
job, but fears that advancing years 
will Boon unfit him for the work. The 
church in Alaska, he said. ts making 
great progress, having 40,000 white, 15,- 
000 Indan and 15.00 Eskmo communi-

DEUTSCHLAND DIVED 


ne 


German Craft Ran Nose Into Mud and Stuck 
Fast, but Finally Was Righted— Part of Cap- 
tain’s Story of Trip'to America and Return. 


ty Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 2.—The New York 
American prints the folldwing account 
of an adventure of the German mer- 
chant submarine Deutschjand in the 
North Sea, whieh forms one chapter in 
the book Capt. Paul Koenig, ite com- 
mander, has written describing the ves- 
sel’s first crulse from Bremen to Balti- 
more and back. 

“We were early to learn the impor- 
tance of the submersions and the im- 
perative necessity of having the great, 
heavy boat firmly in hand, with a keen 
and constant eye upon all the infini- 
tesmal details, 

“In the dusk of a long summer day 
we went under the surface; there was 
only a little wind then, but the sea 
surged high—a sure sign that within a 
few hours the wind would grow into a 
storm. 

“About 2 o'clock I gave orders to rise 
again. As the boat darted upward its 
movements became wilder and wilder, 
which showed me that the storm was 
there and with it had come still higher 
wea. Occasionally we made regular leaps, 
but we calmly emptied our tanks and 
got to the surface in quite orderly man- 
ner. 

“As we reached ‘periscope depth’ | 
tried to look around, but it was stil: 
aimost impossible to see anything, for 
every second or so the periscope would 
eut into the bulky billows, Also, in tne 
dawn the waves appeared through the 
periscope evén more uncanny and big- 
ger than they actually were as they 
rotied on .with their crushing force. 

“Finally we were completely at th: 
surface. I mounted the conning tower 
to get a correct view of the wildly danc- 
ing seas. Fine weather this! Al! aroun) 
in the misty dawn a witch’s cauldron 
of rollers with foamy crowns, toys of 
the wind, which blew off their crest: 
and sent them sizzling through the atr. 

“The boat worked hard: it was a 
teugh tussle. Frequently, eggshe!l that

Destroyer Sighted. 

“T was about to give orders to put 
on the ofl engines, when—what was 
that?” 

“The dark stripe over there—wasn't 
that a smoke flag? Ah, but it is al- 
ready gone. Hidden behind the back of 
a rising wave, rising into the dawn- 
gray sky. * * * I waited and stared 
through the glass till my éyes: ached. 
There it was again. It certainly was a 
dark smoke flag—and there, look! A 
mast-top, thin as a needle. But I have 
it in my glass, and now-—-now, I bored 
my eves into the glass. What is it that 
comes out of the veil of waves—that 
dark thing over there, the smoke above 
iM four low funnels? 

“Donnervetter, it's a destrover! 


“With one leap I am back in the 
turret and have closed the tower hatch. 

“*Alarm!—Submerge quickly! Fluton! 
Depth rudder—go to 20 meters!’ 

“The commands followed one another 
a2 in a single breath, But their execu- 
tion! With thie sea to submerge head- 
long is, according to all experiences, 
sheer insanity. Yet what can I do? 
The destroyer might have seen us 
already. Down we must, and in a big 
a hurry as possible, too. 

“Below me, in tile ‘Centrale’ the men 
are working In feverish, noiseless haste. 
The rapid firing verts Gre opened., the 
compressed air hisses from the tanks, 
the submerging valves are singing in 
all keys. 

“tT stand, with tightly compressed lips, 
and gaze through the conning tower 
lookout over the raging sea all about 
us, feverishly waiting for the first sign | 
of going deeper. But Y aetil) see our 
deck. Again and again a wave rakes 
us upward. 

“We have not another moment to lose. 

“"Dive deeper,’ is my next command, 
and ‘both engines full speed ahead!’ 

“The whole boat trembles and shakes 
urder the increased pressure and makes 
*& douple of real jumps; it lterally stag- 
@ere in the wild sea. Wil it not go 
down pretty soon? With a sudden jerk 
the Deutschland darts below the surface 
and now, bending her bow lower and 
lower, rapidly descends into the depths. 
‘The light of the just dawning day dis- 
appears from the turret windows, the 
manometer shows in quick succession 
two—three—six—ten meters—but the bow 
drops lower and lower. 

“We stagger, lean backward and slip; 
we lose all foothold as the boat jerks 


the periscope. And down below, in the 

‘centrale,’ the men are clinging to the 
hand-wheels of the depth rudder. A few 
terrible seconds pass. 

Beat Hits Bottom. 

“We have not yet realized our new 
situation. There is a violent crash, we 
are hurled to the floor and everything 
that is not compact or nailed down is 
thrown tnto a confused tangle. 

“Recovering from the @hock, we find® 


extraordinary positions; 
look at One another, and for a mo-

silence followed? Slowly we gathered 
our limbs and our mind together and 
began to ponder what had happened. 

“The boat had bent forward in an 
angle of 8 degrees and stood on its 
head, as it were and its bow rested on 
the sea’s bottom and its stern was vio- 
lently swinging back and forth. The 
manometer showed a dépth of about 
15 metres. 

“I quickly realized our situation. 
was something less than comfortable. 

“According to the map the depth here 
was 71 metres. With the position of 
the boat the stern was bound to rise a 
considerable distance out of water and 
thus would offer a lovely target for 
hostile destroyers. As long as the en- 
gines worked there was the added dan- 
ger that, when the trough of the waves 
Swept by, the screws presumably 
whipped partly into the air and in- 
creased our attractiveness by wild foam 
whiris. 

“This Klees hed immediately realized 
and with great presence of mind had 
averted the danger. 

“‘Nevertheless we were revealing our 
position by a peculiar buoy, and we ex- 
pected momentarily to hear the crash- 
ing blow of a shell in the stern. 

“But everything remained quiet. The 
screens could no longer betray us. 
Also it probably was stil] too dark up 
there and the destroyer perhaps had 
enough of its own troubles in the wild 
sea. 

“It will be easily understood that 
we nevertheless tried to extricate our- 
selves from this predicament as quick- 
ly as wé@ could. As the bow had re- 
mained entirely intact and had stood 
the terrifice blow without any damage. 
all further operations proceeded strict- 
ly according to program. The after 
tanks, which had not been entirely emp- 
tied of air, were flooded and thus we 
gradually brought the boat back tmto 
& more reasonable position. 

“But this did not mean that the 
Deutschland promptiy returned to her 
horizontal bearings. Indeed, she had 
poked her nose too deep into the mud 
to make this possible {n a hurry. But 
now we were at least fully’ submerged 
and had a chance to go calmly to work. 


Contre! of Vessel Regained. 

“The outermost ballast tanks were 
relfeved of part of their water and 
subsequently we maneuvered around 
with the ‘trimm tank’ until the prow 
got logse from the ground. Thereupon, 
we, began to ‘swim up,’ but were prompt- 
ly compelled to ‘trim back’ in order 
to counteract the immediate tendency 
toward swinging on the part of the ves- 
sel’s aft which had become too heavy. 
After awhile the equilibrium of weight 
was re-established and the Deutschland 
was once more firmly in hand. 

“Now there was time to consider what 
it was that could have caused the sud- 
den ‘bucking’ of our usually well-be- 
haved boat. There must have been a 
combination of several causes. Aside 
from the fact that only in the most ex- 
traordinary and rare cases it is possible 
for a big boat to submerge against a 
high sea, ft is conceivable that in the 
haste which was forced upon us by the 
destroyer the tanks were not completely 
emptied of air. 

“But above all there was the aggra- 
vating fear of the sudden dynamic of 
the depth rudder, which, together with 
the opposing force of an extraordinarily 
heavy sea, caused a too swift descent. 

“Ours was the position of a dirigib'e 
balloon, which, shortly before landing 
takes too steep a dive and consequently 
is smashed to earth and crushed with 
redoubled force by a sudden ‘fall 
breeze.’ In our case the wonderful ma- 
terial of our ‘pressure body’ withstoni 
the tremendous blow without further 
harm. 

“Another thing in the incident seems 
to me to be worthy of mention. When 
I now look back upon it I recall that 
my first thought was the cargo. ‘Is 
the cargo safely stored? Can it lose its 
equilibrium 7?’
